WEEK IN SEPTEMBER, AND UNION LEADERS EXPECT MORE PAID 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FURLOUGHS IN COMING MONTHS. BUTTERFIELD REPORTS 
WORKERS ARE SATISFIED WITH PLAN, SO FAR. BUT COMPANY 
IS SENSITIVE ON ISSUE AND REFUSES TO DISCUSS DETAILS. 

BUTTERFIELD QUOTES MATSUOKA PLANT UNION LEADER SAYING 
"SITUATION ISN'T TOSHIBA'S FAULT; IT IS AN ECONOMIC

STILL, BUTTERFIELD NOTES SUCH EFFORTS ALREADY TOO 
COSTLY FOR SOME FIRMS. TOYOBO TEXTILE THIS WEEK 
ANNOUNCED "VOLUNTARY RETIREMENT" OF 2,330 EMPLOYEES, 

TEN PERCENT OF ITS WORK FORCE. LAID-OFF WORKERS 
ARE ELIGIBLE FOR UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION OF 60 
PERCENT OF SALARIES FOR SIX MONTHS; AFTER THAT, 

NOTHING. 
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NORMALLY, BUTTERFIELD NOTES, JAPANESE WORKERS MUST 
RETIRE AT AGE 55, WITH LUMP-SUM PAYMENT FROM COMPANY 
OF 15-30,000 DOLS. AT AGE 60, THEY BECOME ELIGIBLE 
FOR MONTHLY SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS, SIMILAR TO 
US SYSTEM. 

PROUD POSTWAR STATISTIC OF LESS THAN ONE PERCENT

9. INDOCHINA 

IN THIRD OF FOUR-PART SERIES, S-N'S BRADSHER (OCT 23) 

REPORTS THAT IN FOUR COUNTRIES (THAILAND INCLUDED AS 
FOURTH) UNDER DIRECT OR INDIRECT MIL PRESSURE FROM NVN, 

GOVT OFFICIALS ARE UNABLE TO SEE ANY SLACKENING OF 
COMMUNIST THREAT SINCE C-F. SOURCES ARE CONVINCED THAT. 

AT MOST, HANOI HAS VARIED ITS TACTICS, POSSIBLY SLOWING 

DOWN ITS TIMETABLE, BUT GOAL REMAINS CONTROL OF INDOCHINA. 
BRADSHER ASSERTS OFFICIALS TEND TO WORK ON SIMPLE
